Peace accord signing 
could come by Friday 


ALEXANDRIA, Egypt (AP) 
— Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger arrived back in Alex­ 
andria today, carrying a par­ 
tially agreed-upon draft of an 
interim Sinai accord between 
Egypt and Israel that diplomat­ 
ic sources may be wrapped up 
as early as Friday. 
“We have made remarkable 
progress,” said Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon as Kissin­ 
ger left Israel for Alexandria. 
Kissinger told newsmen the 


“subtle and fine points” of the 
agreement were being worked 
out. He said he had the text of 
a pact, part of which was al­ 
ready agreed upon by the sides. 


Israeli officials anticipated an 
initialing ceremony possibly be­ 
fore the end of the week, but 
Kissinger declined to give a 
date. 


Diplomatic sources said the 
main issae in the agreement — 
the withdrawal lines — was set- 


tled, and agreement was close 
on the half-dozen front line 


electronic surveillance posts to 
be set up and partly manned by 
American technicians.

85,000 to 120,000 gallons of crude 
had been dumped by some 
unidentified tanker. 
There are laws against this 
sort of thing. The trouble is that 
in the heavily traveled shipping 
lanes it is almost impossible to 
connect any particular oil slick 
with any particular vessel. Ship 
owners and ship captains know 
this, and thus they continue to 
use the ocean as a convenient 
sewer. 
If the laws 
against oil 
dumping cannot be enforced, 
then some way has to be found to 


make it more convenient—and 
profitable—for 
tankers 
to 
dispose of the residual oil in 
their holds in port. There is 
supposed 
to be 
an energy 
shortage, after all. And with 
foreign crude selling for more 
than $13 a barrel, the thousands 
and thousands of thousands of 
barrels of it being wasted in this 
manner must amount to a 
considerable sum.

He’s a patriot’ 
with Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON 
- 
The 
prevailing political lore has 
Richard Nixon and Richard 
Daley written down as mortal 
enemies. 
According 
to 
Republican gospel, the Chicago 
mayor was to blame for Nixon’s 
presidential loss in 1960. 
As 
knowledgeable 
Republicans 
tell 
it, 
Daley 
“stole” the 1960 election from 
Nixon by stuffing the ballot 
boxes for John F. Kennedy in 
greater 
Chicago. 
This 
sup­ 
posedly cost Nixon the crucial 
votes that lost Illinois and, 
thereby, the nation. 
But whatever sleight-of-hand 
Daley may have executed with 
the 1960 ballot count, the former 
President doesn’t hold it against 
him. We have the word of wit­ 
nesses who heard Nixon say so. 
Not even the men around 
Nixon knew how their boss felt 
about Daley until the Saturday 
after the 
1970 congressional 
elections. They were gathered at 
the 
Key 
Biscayne, 
Fla., 
presidential 
retreat 
for 
a 
political post-mortem. 
It 
was 
a 
back-stabbing 
session, with the likes of H. R. 
Haldeman, John Ehrlichman, 
Charles Colson and John Mit­ 
chell 
proposing 
appropriate 
punishments for their political 
enemies. 
Mitchell brought up Daley’s 
name. The time for retribution 
had come, he suggested, for the 
1960 transgression. As attorney 
general, 
Mitchell 
promised 
happily that the mayor would be 
“cut to shreds” by a Justice 
Department 
investigation. 
Obviously, Mitchell expected an 
approving comment from the 
President. But there was dead 
silence; Nixon was impassive. 
The conversation started to 
move 
uneasily 
to 
another 
subject. 
Then Nixon spoke. Witnesses 
recall his emphatic words. He 
said: “Dick Daley always met 
meMfcen I came to Chicago. In 
1968, he rode in from the airport 
with me. Oh, he’s a brass- 
collared Democrat. But he’s a 
patriot. He has always sup­ 
ported me whenever the country 
was at stake, and I don’t care if 


he’s 
a 
Democrat 
or 
a 
Republican, I like him.” 
It is a matter of record that 
the Justice Department ripped 
into the Daley political machine. 
But 
“hizzoner,” 
for 
some 
reason, was never touched. 
TAINTED 
TRANSCRIPTS: 
The House intelligence com­ 
mittee is now investigating our 
charges that inaccurate FBI 
transcripts have jeopardized the 
rights of the accused in federal 
prosecutions. 
Chairman Otis Pike, D.-N.Y., 
has sent- two lawyer^, Tim 
Oliphant and Dick Vermeire, to 
examine over a hundred pages 
of transcripts, which the FBI 
has stamped as “Evidence” in 
criminal investigations. 
We have already checked 
these transcripts against the 
original tapes. We found more 
than 30,000 errors, many of them 
serious. Working with us was 
Washington’s celebrated private 
eye, Dick Bast, who is now 
assisting 
the 
congressional 
attorneys. 
Meanwhile, we have also 
examined the transcripts that 
were 
used 
to 
help convict 
Oklahoma’s former Gov. David 
Hall and codefendant W. W. 
“Doc” 
Taylor of attempted 
bribery charges. 
Using a simple $29 casette 
player, made to Taiwan, \*e were 
able to detect hundreds of errors 
in the transcripts. One gover­ 
nment transcript, for example, 
quotes the governor as telling 
his secretary of state, John 
Rogers: 
“I want you to do 
something that will help us both 
and... (inaudible).” 
But when we listened, we 
heard Hall clearly say: “...and 
won’t have anything to do with 
the state.” In other words, the 
governor wasn’t asking Rogers 
for a favor that had anything to 
do with his state duties. Yet not 
until the two defendants were 
well on their way to conviction 
was an amended FBI transcript 
made available, with an ac­ 
curate 
transcription 
of 
the 
inaudible phrase. 
But 
other 
mistakes 
were 
nevdr corrected. For example, 
the government charged that an 
attorney named Kevin Mooney 
had sought to bribe Rogers on 
defendant 
Taylor’s 
behalf. 
Rogers is heard on the tape 
demanding bribe money from 


Mooney in exchange for letting 
Taylor handle the investment of 
$10 million in state pension 
funds. 
In a clear voice, Mooney 
states that Taylor was “most 
concerned and pretty much 
shook up” at the idea of a bribe. 
But the government transcript 
makes it read that Taylor was 
“less 
concerned 
and 
pretty 
much sure” to pay the bribe. 
Again, Mooney declares “I 
can’t” pay the bribe. But the 
transcript reads, 
“All right 
now,” which gives exactly the 
opposite meaning. 
Mooney is also heard on the 
tape as warning Rogers that a 
cash bribe “would ruin you and 
him.” 
But 
the 
government 
transcript omits this crucial 
statement as “unintelligible.” 
Once 
again, 
Mooney 
tells 
Rogers flatly 
that “I ain’t in 
this,” meaning he wants nothing 
to do with the bribe attempt. But 
this 
is also marked “unin­ 
telligible.” 
Finally, 
Rogers 
demands: 
“Are you going to pay me or 
not?” We heard Mooney reply 
clearly: “I wouldn’t.” Yet his 
answer, 
according 
to 
the 
government, is “unintelligible.” 
Another 
time, 
Mooney 
declares that Taylor is aware he 
would be “disobeying the f----- 
law.” to pay cash. Yet this is 
recorded in the official tran­ 
script as “he’s just being a f-— 
liar.” 
In addition to the errors, there 
are long, unexplained gaps in 
the 
tapes, 
some 
sounding 
suspiciously like erasures. 
Yet the FBI certified the 
accuracy of the final tran­ 
scripts, 
the Justice Depart­ 
ment used them at the trial and 
federal Judge Fred Daugherty, 
though 
he barred them 
as 
evidence, allowed them to be 
used in cross-exammination and 
arguments. 
U.S. 
Attorney 
William 
Burkett, 
the prosecutor, ad­ 
mitted to us that even the FBI- 
approved 
tapes 
contained 
numerous errors. He insisted, 
however, that the errors did not 
affect the outcome since the 
jurors ware able to listen to the 
scratdiy tapes for themselves. 
A veteran lawyer at the Justice 
Department 
told 
us 
that 
someone should be ‘ ‘hung” if the 
errors were made intentionally. 


DO IT YOURSELF 
PROBATE? 
Readers 
Digest ¡-Lawyers, 
legislators and laymen are all 
watching the progress of the 
nation’s 
first 
do-it-yourself 
probate 
system, which was 
launched in Wisconsin two years 
ago. The system allows “in­ 
formal 
administration” 
of 
estates, no lawyers required- 
provided all the heirs agree. 
While 
many 
lawyers 
and 
probate judges oppose such a 
procedure, the people seem to 
love it. 
So 
far, 
more 
than 
400 
Wisconsin 
residents 
have 
personally taken 
on probate 
responsibilities, 
paying 
the 
debts of the deceased, filing tax 
returns, giving each heir an 
inventory of the estate and 
distributing the assets. In a 
typical case, the process took 
about 4 V2 months, involved 
some 30 hours work, and cost the 
do-it-yourselfer approximately 
$45. 
Contrast this with 
the 
average 14 months a lawyer 
generally takes, plus substantial 
fees for him and associates 
(e.g., appraisers and “public 
administrators”), and you see 
the advantages. 
There 
are 
still 
situations 
where the services of a lawyer 
are useful: when heirs disagree, 
for example, or when estates are 
so large that professional tax 
advice is needed. In these cases, 
advises The Digest, you should 
try to find an attorney who will 
work on an hourly-fee basis, 
rather than on a percentage of 
the estate. 
But for most citizens, do-it- 
yourself probate is proving to be 
a boon. When Wisconsin Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey signed the 
historic law he said, “No longer 
does the law assume that the 
average man or woman cannot 
handle his or her own personal 
affairs. No longer is the citizen 
required, in effect, to pay a legal 
tax ammounting to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for a ser­ 


vice

himself.”

TAKING THE LID OFF “ 
A PHONY SHORTAGE 
Today’s riddle: 
How is a 
canning lid like a copper penny? 
Both are round and both are 
made of metal, but the real 
similarity is thtft both are being 
stamped out by the hundreds of 
millions and any shortage of 
either is largely artificial 
To say that is to risk the ire of 
legions of housewives and home 
gardeners 
who 
contemplate 
seeing much of perhaps all of the 
fruits of their labors go to waste 
for want of the simple tin-and* 
rubber 
disks 
and who 
are 
convinced 
that 
someone 
is 
ripping them off—either the 
home 
canning 
supply 
manufacturers hoping to get 
higher prices or the food in­ 
dustry, hoping for the same 
thing. 
But as with the penny a few 
years ago, which speculators 
hoarded in anticipation of a 
dramatic rise in the price of 
copper, the best evidence is that 
the 
current 
shortage 
of • 
replacement canning lids 
is 
simply due to too much an­ 
ticipatory buying—call it fear 
and—or greed. 
It’s true that manufacturers 
were caught by surprise last 
year by the unexpected demand 
for 
canning 
supplies. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department 
estimates that because of rising 
prices, six million Americans 
tried 
their 
hands at home 
gardening for the first time. 
The 1974 shortage, however, 
involved both Mason jars as well 
as lids. This year, plenty of 
complete canning outfits are 
available; it’s the replacement 
lids that disappear the minute 
they hit store shelves. 
According to congressional 
testimony by Nancy Harvey 
Steorts, special assistant to the 
secretary 
of agriculture for 
consumer affairs, the depart­ 
ment estimated a home canning 
population of 18.6 million in 1975. 
Figuring 100 replacement lids 
per canner, it came up with a 
projected need of close to 1.9 
billion lids. (Actually, it would 
be millions less because home 
canners entering the field for the 
first 
time 
would 
purchase 
complete canning outfits and 
others would freeze their foods.) 
The department ascertained 
that three manufacturers alone 
would produce over 1.5 billion 
lids and that the several other 
manufacturers involved would 
bring this to about the two- 
billion mark. 
Because of anxiety, however, 
home canners started asking for 
lids before they normally would. 
In Florida and other southern 
states 
with 
early 
canning 
seasons, tourists bought up the 
lids in later winter and early 
spring. 
Many 
manufacturers 
are 
working around the clock, six 
days a week, and some are 
working around the clock, seven 
days a week. 
“We truly believe that if home 
canners buy just the lids they 
need for this season, there would 
be enough,” says Mrs. Steorts. 
“However, 
if 
this 
hoarding 
continues, there won’t be enough 
no matter how many lids are 
placed on the market. ”

“The argument 
you just walked in on concerns a 
rule I’ve laid down that Ellen 
cannot go skiing for more than 
24 hours with any body whose 
last name she does not know.” 
“That’s a tough rule, 
I ad­ 
mitted. 
“The question arose,” Zinnser 
said, “because Ellen wanted to 
go on a three-day ski trip with 
Betsy, 
Therese, 
Randy 
and 
Steve. By some freak accident 
she knows Betsy’s and Therese’s 
last names, but all she knows 
about Randy is that he lives in 
Virginia 
and Steve lives in 
Balti more. For two days we’ ve 
been arguing about ‘Randy of 
Virginia’ 
and ‘Steve from 
Baltimore.’ You might say I’m 
having an identity crisis.” 
“I guess it is tough on a father 
not to know a boy’s last name,” I 
said. 
“It probably wouldn’t be a 


problem if she just knew one 
Steve, but she knows three. 
There is also ‘Steve Who Works 
in the Carryout Shop’ and ‘Steve 
the Cousin of Tina.’ ” 
“Tina who?” 
“That’s 
the 
problem. 
She 
doesn’t know Tina’s last name 
either.” 
“Maybe Ellen isn’t good on 
last names.” 
“It isn’t just Ellen. My 16- 
year-old daughter, Mitzi, is just 
as bad. The other right she asked 
to sleep over at the house of a 
girl she goes to school with 
named Karen. I suggested we 
call Karen’s parents to see if it 
was okay. Mitzi said she didn’t 
have Karen’s telephone number. 
I said we could look it up in the 
telephone book, but Mitzi said 
she didn’t know Karen’s last 
name, As a matter of fact, the 
only thing she knew about her 
was that her family had a house 
in Nag’s Head, North Carolina. 
“So now we have to refer to 
Mitzi’s friend as ‘Karen Whose 
Family Owns a House at Nag’s 
Head, 
North Carolma.’ 
You 
have to admit that’s a mouthful.

He went up to 
New York last week with ‘Bruce 
Who Owes Him 15 Dollars’ and

There are laws against this 
sort of thing. The trouble is that 
in the heavily traveled shipping 
lanes it is almost impossible to 
connect any particular oil slick 
with any particular vessel. Ship 
owners and ship captains know 
this, and thus they continue to 
use the ocean as a convenient 
sewer. 
If the laws 
against oil 
dumping cannot be enforced, 
then some way has to be found to 


make it more convenient—and 
profitable—for 
tankers 
to 
dispose of the residual oil in 
their holds in port. There is 
supposed 
to 
be an 
energy 
shortage, after all. And with 
foreign crude selling for more 
than $13 a barrel, the thousands 
and thousands of thousands of 
barrels of it being wasted in this 
manner 
m ust amount 
to a 
considerable sum. 
In the meantime, it is a little 
ironic that the residents of some 
eastern 
states 
rem ain 
adamantly opposed to drilling 
off their coasts, while these 
same coasts are daily subjected 
to pollution by oil that was 
pumped from fields thousands of 
miles away.

WASHINGTON

prevailing political lore 
has 
Richard 
Nixon and Richard 
Daley written down as mortal 
enemies. 
According 
to 
Republican gospel, the Chicago 
mayor was to blame for Nixon’s 
presidential loss in 1960. 
As 
knowledgeable 
Republicans 
tell 
it, 
Daley 
“stole” the 1960 election from 
Nixon by stuffing the ballot 
boxes for John F. Kennedy in 
greater 
Chicago. 
This 
sup­ 
posedly cost Nixon the crucial 
votes that lost Illinois and, 
thereby, the nation. 
But whatever sleight-of-hand 
Daley may have executed with 
the 1960 ballot count, the former 
President doesn’t hold it against 
him. We have the word of wit­ 
nesses who heard Nixon say so. 
Not even the men around 
Nixon knew how their boss felt 
about Daley until the Saturday 
after the 
1970 congressional 
elections. They were gathered at 
the

Biscayne, 
Fla., 
presidential 
retreat 
for 
a 
political post-mortem. 
It 
was 
a 
back-stabbing 
session, with the likes of H. R. 
Haldeman, John Ehrlichman, 
Charles Colson and John Mit­

enemies. 
Mitchell brought up Daley’s 
name. The time for retribution 
had come, he suggested, for the 
1960 transgression. As attorney 
general,

TAINTED 
TRANSCRIPTS: 
The House intelligence com­ 
mittee is now investigating our 
charges that inaccurate FBI 
transcripts have jeopardized the 
rights of the accused in federal 
prosecutions. 
Chairman Otis Pike, D.-N.Y., 
has sent- two lawyers, Tim 
Oliphant and Dick Vermeire, to 
examine over a hundred pages 
of transcripts, which the FBI 
has stamped as “ Evidence” in 
criminal investigations. 
We have already checked 
these transcripts against the 
original tapes. We found more 
than 30,000 errors, many of them 
serious. Working with us was 
Washington’s celebrated private 
eye, Dick Bast, who is now 
assisting 
the 
congressional 
attorneys. 
Meanwhile, we have also 
examined the transcripts that 
were 
used 
to 
help convict 
Oklahoma’s former Gov. David 
Hall and codefendant W. W. 
“Doc” 
Taylor of

Using a simple $29 casette 
player, made ii Taiwan, we were 
able to detect hundreds of errors 
in the transcripts. One gover­ 
nment transcript, for example, 
quotes the governor as telling 
his secretary of state, John 
Rogers:

For example, 
the government charged that an 
attorney named Kevin Mooney 
had sought to bribe Rogers on 
defendant 
Taylor’s 
behalf. 
Rogers is heard on the tape 
demanding bribe money from 


Mooney in exchange for letting 
Taylor handle the investment of 
$10 million in state pension 
funds. 
In a clear voice, Mooney 
states that Taylor was “ most 
concerned 
and pretty 
much 
shook up” at the idea of a bribe. 
But the government transcript 
makes it read that Taylor was 
“ less 
concerned 
and 
pretty 
much sure” to pay the bribe. 
Again, Mooney declares “ I 
can’t” pay the bribe. But the 
transcript 
reads, 
“All 
right 
now,” which gives exactly the 
opposite meaning. 
Mooney is also heard on the 
tape as warning Rogers that a 
cash bribe “would ruin you and 
him .” 
But 
the 
government 
transcript omits this crucial 
statem ent as “ unintelligible.” 
Once 
again, 
Mooney 
tells 
Rogers flatly 
that “ I ain’t in 
this,” meaning he wants nothing 
to do with the bribe attempt. But 
this 
is also marked “ unin­ 
telligible.” 
Finally, 
Rogers 
demands; 
“Are you going to pay me or 
not?” We heard Mooney reply 
clearly: “ I wouldn’t.” Yet his 
answer, 
according 
to 
the 
government, is “ unintelligible.” 
Another 
time, 
Mooney 
declares that Taylor is aware he 
would be “disobeying the f----- 
law.” to pay cash. Yet this is 
recorded in the official tran­ 
script as “ he’s just being a f-— 
liar.” 
In addition to the errors, there 
are long, unexplained gaps in 
the 
tapes, 
some 
sounding 
suspiciously like erasures. 
Yet the FBI certified the 
accuracy of the final tran­ 
scripts, 
the Justice Depart­ 
ment used them at the trial and 
federal Judge Fred Daugherty, 
though 
he 
barred them 
as 
evidence, allowed them to be 
used in cross-examminationand 
arguments. 
U.S. 
Attorney 
William 
Burkett, 
the prosecutor, ad­ 
mitted to us that even the FBI- 
approved 
tapes 
contained 
numerous errors. He insisted, 
however, that the errors did not 
affect the outcome since the 
jurors were able to listen to the 
scratchy tapes for themselves. 
A veteran lawyer at the Justice 
Department 
told 
us 
that 
someone should be “hung” if the 
errors were made intentionally.

DO IT YOURSELF 
PROBATE? 
Readers 
Digest ¡-Lawyers, 
legislators and laymen are all 
watching the progress of the 
nation’s 
first 
do-it-yourself 
probate 
system, 
which 
was 
launched in Wisconsin two years 
ago. The system allows “ in­ 
formal 
administration” 
of 
estates, no lawyers required- 
provided all the heirs agree. 
While 
many 
lawyers 
and 
probate judges oppose such a 
procedure, the people seem to 
love it. 
So 
far, 
more 
than 
400 
Wisconsin 
residents 
have 
personally taken 
on probate 
responsibilities, 
paying 
the 
debts of the deceased, filing tax 
returns, giving each heir an 
inventory of the estate and 
distributing the assets. In a 
typical case, the process took 
about 4 Vfc months, involved 
some 30 hours work, and cost the 
do-it-yourselfer approximately 
$45. 
Contrast 
this with the 
average 14 months a lawyer 
generally takes, plus substantial 
fees for him and associates 
(e.g., appraisers and “ public 
adm inistrators” ), and you see 
the advantages. 
There 
are 
still 
situations 
where the services of a lawyer 
are useful: when heirs disagree, 
for example, or when estates are 
so large that professional tax 
advice is needed. In these cases, 
advises The Digest, you should 
try to find an attorney who will 
work on an hourly-fee basis, 
rather than on a percentage of 
the estate. 
But for most citizens, do-it- 
yourself probate is proving to be 
a boon. When Wisconsin Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey signed the 
historic law he said, “ No longer 
does the law assume that the 
average man or woman cannot 
handle his or her own personal 
affairs. No longer is the citizen 
required, in effect, to pay a legal

TAKING THE LID OFF 
A PHONY SHORTAGE 
Today’s riddle: 
How is a 
canning lid like a copper penny? 
Both are round and both are 
made of metal, but the real 
similarity is thdt both are being 
stamped out by the hundreds of 
millions and any shortage of 
either is largely artificial. 
To say that is to risk the ire of 
legions of housewives and home 
gardeners 
who 
contemplate 
seeing much of perhaps all of the 
fruits of their labors go to waste 
for want of the simple tin-and« 
rubber 
disks 
and who 
are 
convinced 
that 
someone 
is 
ripping them off—either the 
home 
canning 
supply 
manufacturers hoping to get 
higher prices or the food in­ 
dustry, hoping for the sam e 
thing. 
But as with the penny a few 
years ago, which speculators 
hoarded in anticipation of a 
dram atic rise in the price of 
copper, the best evidence is that 
the 
current 
shortage 
of 
replacement canning 
lids 
is 
simply due to too much an­ 
ticipatory buying—call it fear 
and—or greed. 
It’s true that m anufacturers 
were caught by surprise last 
year by the unexpected demand 
for 
canning 
supplies. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department 
estimates that because of rising 
prices, six million Americans 
tried 
their 
hands at 
home 
gardening for the first time. 
The 1974 shortage, however, 
involved both Mason jars as well 
as lids. This year, plenty of 
complete canning outfits are 
available; it’s the replacement 
lids that disappear the minute 
they hit store shelves. 
According 
to congressional 
testimony by Nancy Harvey 
Steorts, special assistant to the 
secretary 
of agriculture for 
consumer affairs, the depart­ 
ment estimated a home canning 
population of 18.6 million in 1975. 
Figuring 100 replacement lids 
per canner, it came up with a 
projected need of close to 1.9 
billion lids. (Actually, it would 
be millions less because home 
canners entering the field for the 
first 
time 
would 
purchase 
complete canning outfits and 
others would freeze their foods.) 
The department ascertained 
that three m anufacturers alone 
would produce over 1.5 billion 
lids and that the several other 
manufacturers involved would 
bring this to about the two- 
billion mark. 
Because of anxiety, however, 
home canners started asking for 
lids before they normally would. 
In Florida and other southern 
states 
with 
early 
canning 
seasons, tourists bought up the 
lids in later winter and early 
spring. 
Many 
manufacturers 
are 
working around the clock, six 
days a week, and some are 
working around the clock, seven 
days a week. 
“We truly believe that if home 
canners buy just the lids they 
need for this season, there would 
be enough,” says Mrs. Steorts. 
“ However, 
if 
this 
hoarding 
continues, there won’t be enough 
no m atter how many lids are 
placed on the m arket.”

He was 
concerned because he couldn’t 
determine the time of day, so I 
loaned him my wrist watch. 
His condition grew worse and 
he died some 10 days later.

The hospital returned my 
watch, however, I am now 
skeptical that the watch could 
have been worn by the deceased 
during these treatments.

DEAR READER - Don’t 
give it another thought. The 
watch will not give you any 
radiation at all and it will not 
harm you in any way. 
A more practical point is that 
many watches can be magnetiz­ 
ed by electrical equipment used

DEAR READER - There 
are very few people who are not 
getting enough salt. There is 
salt in most of your food, par­ 
ticularly milk, dairy products 
and meats. That includes fish 
and poultry. 
About the only people who 
need to take salt other than 
what is already in unseasoned 
food are those who are doing 
heavy manual labor or perspire 
a lot, usually in hot weather. 
Then, there are rare people who 
have a kidney defect and tend to 
lose salt. 
People taking diuretics to 
eliminate salt and fluid reten­ 
tion sometimes deplete their 
salt stores, but since you are 
taking no medicines this doesn’t 
apply to you. 
The truth is that most people 
get entirely too much salt, or 
far more than the body needs. I 
think you can safely forget 
about that problem.

DEAR DR. LAMB - A cou­ 
ple of weeks ago I visited a 
friend in the hospital. He was 
concerned because he couldn’t 
determine the time of day, so I 
loaned him my wrist watch. 
His condition grew worse and 
he died some 10 days later. 
Then I learned that he was be­ 
ing treated for cancer of the 
prostate and had been given 
radium treatments and cobalt 
treatments. 
The hospital returned my 
watch, however, I am now 
skeptical that the watch could 
have been worn by the deceased 
during these treatments. 
Could the watch now be 
radioactive or harm me in any 
way if I wear it again? 
DEAR READER — Don’t 
give it another thought. The 
watch will not give you any 
radiation at all and it will not 
harm you in any way. 
A more practical point is that 
many watches can be magnetiz­ 
ed by electrical equipment used 


in hospitals and it is possible 
that your w atch m ay be 
magnetized and not function 
properly. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - Please 
advise me if I am getting the 
proper amount of salt. During 
the time I was preparing meals 
for a relative who had a heart 
condition and was on a salt-free 
diet, I used only a salt sub­ 
stitute for cooking and at the 
table. 
I also used no salt, although 1 
have no reason not to do so. I’m 
still not using salt. 
DEAR READER - There 
are very few people who are not 
getting enough salt. There is 
salt in most of your food, par­ 
ticularly milk, dairy products 
and meats. That includes fish 
and poultry. 
About the only people who 
need to take salt other than 
what is already in unseasoned 
food are those who are doing 
heavy manual labor or perspire 
a lot, usually in hot weather. 
Then, there are rare people who 
have a kidney defect and tend to 
lose salt. 
People taking diuretics to 
eliminate salt and fluid reten­ 
tion sometimes deplete their 
salt stores, but since you are 
taking no medicines this doesn’t 
apply to you. 
The truth is that most people 
get entirely too much salt, or 
far more than the body needs. I 
think you can safely forget 
about that problem

have a hangup about doing 
home repairs and are spending 
money unnecessarily to have 
them done, says a 34-year-old 
housewife whose handywoman 
classes are putting a grip in the 
feminine touch. 
‘‘If a mother can pin diapers, 


or put together a good meal, or 
lift a load of laundry, she can 
wield a hammer or a crosscut 
saw,” says Lois Burdeinei, who 
has 15 women in her courses at 
the Women’s Liberation School. 
‘‘And if she is good at cross­ 
word puzzles she may be a nat­ 
ural at taking things apart and 
putting them back together. I 
try to break their mental block 
by letting them learn how easy 
most mechanical and manual 
tasks are.” 
Mrs. Burdeinei said she be­ 
came interested in such hand- 
ywork in junior high school 
when she joined boys in a 
drafting and carpentry class. 
“I had a brother nine years 


younger and my father was al­ 
ways waiting for him to get 
bigger so he could help around 
the house,” she recalled. “Well, 
I got so good I helped my dad 
put in copper plumbing and re­ 
wire our house. My 4-year-old 
Kevin knows how to handle a 
screwdriver and knows differ­ 
ent tools to bring to me.” 
As part of her courses, the 


groups go from the home of one 
woman student to another, fix­ 
ing whatever is broken. 
“One woman couldn’t change 


a light bulb because she didn’t 
realize there was a set screw 
holding a shade that had to be 
removed before the bulb could 
be taken out,” she said. “ When 
she learned how, she said she 
felt liberated now that she 
could do it herself.”

get the lids to the home canners. 
A shortage throughout much of this year has brought complaints 


from homemakers who say they were unable to store usual amounts 
of fruits, vegetables, jams and other foods. 
Information compiled by the office of Nancy Harvey Steorts, 


consumer affairs adviser to Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, did 
not cteal with supplies or demand for complete jar- and - lid sets for 
new home-canners or veterans expanding the amount of food they’re 
putting up this year. 
Pulling the companies’ figures together shows that 535.7 million 


lids were destined for the market from mid-July to first frosts, the 
traditional end of the canning season. 
Another 1 billion already had been shipped, and the seven new 


entrants in the once-stangnant canning equipment industry reported 
production for the whole season at about 540 million — for a grand 
total of 2.1 billion lids. 
The major companies estimate 20 to 40 per cent of adult women 


canned food in 1973 and 1974, the years on which their sates- based 
allocations by state are based for this year. 
The Census Bureau said there are roughly 62 million women in the 


nation between 20 and 70 years old. 
Assuming 30 per cent engage in canning, there would be 18.6 


million “oldtime canners’ ’ who need an average of 103 lids each — or 
1,915,800,000 lids nationally against a supply of 2,100,000,000. 
If one key manufacturer expects to produce 1 billion of the 


separate, non-reuseable lids, as reported, the supply would be closer 
to 2.3 billion, Mrs. Steorts said. 
But distribution is not so orderly. 
For example, California, with about 10 per cent of the U.S. 


population, has been allocated 30 per cent of the major makers’ lids 
and 40 per cent of the season total: at least 60.77 million lids. 
A large part has already been shipped, since in much of the state 


growing and canning start earlier. Of 535.7 million lids remaining 
from the three makers, 3.8 per cent were earmarked for California. 
The other 20 states destined then to get more than 10 million lids 


included New York, 8.32 per cent of the balance; Michigan, 7.45;

Classes teach 
women art of 
home repairs 


CHICAGO (API — Women 
have a hangup about doing 
home repairs and are spending 
money unnecessarily to have 
them done, says a 34-year-old 
housewife whose handywoman 
classes are putting a grip in the 
feminine touch. 
‘‘If a mother can pin diapers, 
or put together a good meal, or 
lift a load of laundry, she can 
wield a ham m er or a crosscut 
saw,” says Lois Burdeinei, who 
has 15 women in her courses at 
the Women’s Liberation School. 
‘‘And if she is good at cross­ 
word puzzles she may be a nat­ 
ural at taking things apart and 
putting them back together. I 
try to break their mental block 
by letting them learn how easy 
most mechanical and manual 
tasks are.” 
Mrs. Burdeinei said she be­ 
came interested in such hand- 
ywork in junior high school 
when she joined boys in a 
drafting and carpentry class. 
‘‘I had a brother nine years 
younger and my father was al­ 
ways waiting for him to get 
bigger so he could help around 
the house,” she recalled. ‘‘Well, 
I got so good I helped my dad 
put in copper plumbing and re­ 
wire our house. My 4-year-old 
Kevin knows how to handle a 
screwdriver and knows differ­ 
ent tools to bring to me.” 
As part of her courses, the 
groups go from the home of one 
woman student to another, fix­ 
ing whatever is broken. 
‘‘One woman couldn’t change 
a light bulb because she didn’t 
realize there was a set screw 
holding a shade that had to be 
removed before the bulb could 
be taken out,” she said. "When 
she learned how, she said she 
felt liberated now that she 
could do it herself.” 
Other things her students are 
learning to do instead of calling 
for help are how to change a 
fuse, fix a leaky faucet, unstick 
a window that’s been painted 
over, unclog a drain, replace a 
shower head, replace an elec­ 
tric cord plug and take apart a 
broken toaster. 


California allocated 
40 per cent of lids 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 1975 crop of lids should stretch far 
enough for veteran home canners to put away their usual amounts of 
fruits and vegetables, according to government data and figures 
supplied by the three major manufacturers. 
The unanswered question is whether the distribution networks will 
get the lids to the home canners. 
A shortage throughout much of this year has brought complaints 
from homemakers who say they were unable to store usual amounts 
of fruits, vegetables, jam s and other foods. 
Information compiled by the office of Nancy Harvey Steorts, 
consumer affairs adviser to Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, did 
not deal with supplies or demand for complete jar- and - lid sets for 
new home-canners or veterans expanding the amount of food they’re 
putting up this year. 
Pulling the companies’ figures together shows that 535.7 million 
lids were destined for the market from mid-July to first frosts, the 
traditional end of the canning season. 
Another 1 billion already had been shipped, and the seven new 
entrants in the once-stangnant canning equipment industry reported 
production for the whole season at about 540 million — for a grand 
total of 2.1 billion lids. 
The major companies estimate 20 to 40 per cent of adult women 
canned food in 1973 and 1974, the years on which their sales- based 
allocations by state are based for this year. 
The Census Bureau said there are roughly 62 million women in the 
nation between 20 and 70 years old. 
Assuming 30 per cent engage in canning, there would be 18.6 
million ‘‘oldtime canners” who need an average of 103 lids each — or 
1,915,800,000 lids nationally against a supply of 2,100,000,000. 
If one key manufacturer expects 
to produce 1 billion of the 
separate, non-reuseable lids, as reported, the supply would be closer 
to 2.3 billion, Mrs. Steorts said. 
But distribution is not so orderly. 
For example, California, with about 10 per cent of the U.S. 
population, has been allocated 30 per cent of the m ajor m akers’ lids 
and 40 per cent of the season total: at least 60.77 million lids. 
A large part has afready been shaped, since in much of the state 
growing and canning start earlier. Of 535.7 million lids remaining 
from the three makers, 3.8 per cent were earm arked for California. 
The other 20 states destined then to get more than 10 million lids 
included New York, 8.32 per cent of the balance; Michigan, 7.45; 
Pennsylvania, 6.44 Ohio, 5.85; Oregon, 5.53; Washington State, 4.78; 
Wisconsin, 4.16; Utah,, 3.94; Illinois, 3.5; Iowa, 3.46; Minnesota, 
3.36; Kentucky, 3.35; West Virginia, 3.08; Missouri and Tennessee, 
2.88 each; Idaho, 2.58; Indiana and North Carolina, 2.38 each; 
Kansas, 2.03, and Nebraska, 1.99.

The cop at the ballpark used 
to have a choice beat. He could 
watch a game, and rarely did 
he have to watch anything else. 
Occasionally he would have to 
chase some youngsters from 
seats they didn't pay for. But it 
wasn’t a dangerous assignment. 
Today it is. Today the cop on 
the baseball beat may not be 
equipped to handle fan rowdy­ 
ism and violence. Today the 
riot squad may be needed. 
“We are on the threshold of a 
possible major disaster, and 
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the possibility is not subsid­ 
ing,” says Dr. Arnold Beisser, 
a Los Angeles psychiatrist who 
is concerned over the growing 
incidence and intensity of fan 
rowdyism in the United States. 
Yet spokesmen for major 
league 
baseball, 
who 
have 
sought Dr. Beisser’s advice, do 
not necessarily agree there is a 
disaster lurking in some future 
outbreak of rowdyism. 
Henry Fitzgibbon is the direc­ 
tor of security for the major 
leagues. He admits baseball is 
deeply concerned over rowdy­ 
ism. “But it is not epidemic,” 
he says. “When large groups 
get together, you can expect 
things that are out of the or­ 
dinary.” 
But Fitzgibbon admits sports 
violence off the field sometimes 
gets out of hand. Fans at vir­ 
tually all types of sporting 
events are taking liberties un­ 
heard of a decade ago. They 
are often rowdy and obscene, 
sometimes violent. 
In 1934, the Detroit Tigers 
and St. Louis Cardinals were 
playing the seventh game of 
the World Series at Tiger Sta­ 
dium. Joe “Ducky” Medwick 
slammed a sixth-inning triple, 
and, in good Gas House Gang 
tradition, 
the Cardinal 
out­ 
fielder slid 
into third with 
spikes head-high. 
Marv Owen was cut, and Ti­ 
ger fans 
wanted Medwick’s 
blood. They tried to get it when 
he went to left field, bomb­ 
arding him with bottles and ev­ 
erything else that wasn’t nailed 
down. 
Judge 
Kenesaw 
Mountain 
Landis, baseball’s strong-armed 
commissioner, 
ordered Med­ 
wick to leave the game, for his 
safety and for the good of base­ 
ball. 
Some say this incident proves 
that fan belligerence has been 
around as long as beer at the 
ballpark. But that single in­ 
cident was handled with author­ 
ity. 
Recent sports incidents 
have been potentially as dan­ 
gerous but were handled with 
leas authority and they have 
been occurring with more regu­ 
larity. 


In this year’s National Bas­ 
ketball Association playoffs in 
Seattle, SuperSonic fans as­ 
saulted Rick Barry, scratching 
the Golden State Warriors star 
on the face and arms and bang­ 
ing 
up 
his knee. Warriors 
Coach A1 Attles and a fan had 
to be separated by players and 
coaches as they brawled on the 
floor outside a dressing room. 
National 
Hockey 
League 
playoff viewers were rocked by 
obscenities on national tele­ 
vision this spring when New 
York Rangers and New York 
Islanders fans resorted to gut­ 
ter language. 
Fan rowdyism that included 
thrown bottles and chairs pro­ 
voked Madison Square Garden 
to recently call off a weekly 
series of boxing matches. 
Then there is soccer, which 
often turns the game on the 
field into a war on the battle­ 
field, fueled by a nationlistic 
fervor unseen in any other 
sport. 
When Leeds of England lost 
to Bayern Munich in the Eu­ 
ropean Cup last May in Paris, 
an angry horde of Leeds sup­ 
porters carried their chanting 
and missile-throwing from the 
stadium into the streets, caus­ 
ing a diplomatic rift between 
France and England. 
Dr. Beisser says people have 
new attitudes toward rowdy­ 
ism. He calls it “the recreation­ 
al use of violence” and says at 
many sporting events violence 
is inherent in the recreation, 
hockey and football being good 
examples The end result, he 
says, seems to be a carry over 
of violence from the field to the 
stands. What’s accepted behav­ 
ior from the player becomes 
accepted behavior from the 
spectator. 
And Dr. Beisser points out 
that fan violence in sports is 
just symptomatic of increased 
violence in other phases of 
society. 
“The developing generation 
does not have the same sense 
of horror about violence that 
traditionally we have had,” 
says Dr. Beisser.

.Livestock feed grain 
outlook and forecast 
is changed again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department’s Out­ 
look and Situation Board has 
changed again its forecast of 
how much feed grain livestock 
producers will be using this 
coining season. 


At the same time, the board 
is trying to get a grip on what 
it's now calling a “unique 
time“ at the ranch. 
The Aug. 12 supply and de­ 
mand estimates projected a 
range of 3.97 billion to 4.27 bil­ 
lion bushels of corn to be used 
domestically in the 1975-76 sea­ 
son — 88 per cent of it going to 
animals. 
That was a drop, in response 
to revived prices in the wake of 
the July grain purchases by the 
Soviet Union, from the July 25 
range of 4.27 billion to 4.47 bil­ 
lion bushels. 


Ten days later, the range fell 
again to between 4 billion and 
4.3 billion bushels. The export 
projections, increased Aug. 12, 
remained steady at 1.3 billion 
to 1.5 billion. 
But the estimate of end-of- 
season stocks — forecasts of 
which tend to influence both 
production decisions and price 
movements — were cut oncea- 
gain. They had gone from 842 
million bushels last month to a 
range two weeks ago of 621 mil­ 
lion to 721 million. 
Last Friday, the board pre­ 
dicted “Oct. 1, 1976, carryover 
stocks in a range of 600-700 mil­ 
lion bushels, compared with 335 
million bushels for this Octo­ 
ber.” 
These are not idle, esoteric 
numbers, USDA experts point 
out. They are reflections of “a 
great deal of internal uncer­ 
tainty and a need for some cau­ 
tion,” said one. 
Time and again last Thurs­ 
day, at special briefings on the 
impact of weather damage to 
the still-record feedgrain crops 
and of the export boom, the de­ 
partment’s 
top 
forecasters 
hammered away on the theme 
that what happens to food 
prices depends on what meat 
producers do in response to 
feed prices. 
The extent of further Russian 
sales will affect the feed prices 
s much as the final harvest, but 


the officials are much more 
confident 
about 
their 
pre­ 
dictions in those two areas, giv­ 
en “normal weather.” 
When they turn to the live­ 
stock production business and 
the feed markets, the fore­ 
casters become very careful in 
the words they use. 
“Prices of slaughter cattle 
and hogs appear high enough to 
encourage expansion of feeding 
even at present levels of feed 
prices. But it appears that 
slaughter animal prices are 
likely to decline this fall,” the 
board said. 
Total feedgrain production is 
forecast at 25 per cent greater 
than last year, but the record 
June-July slaughter and meat 
prices 
reflect 
last 
year’s 
drought-cut grain supply and 
two years of severe instabilities 
in the livestock market. 
So, the board and others sug­ 
gest that cAttlemen and hog 
producers may just play it 
cautious for a while, now that 
their profits have improved. 
They may be looking for 
“more assurance and stability 
than usual” instead of taking 
the price risks associated with 
long-term feeding, the agency 
said. 
As of mid-week last week, do­ 
mestic feedstuff demand was 
still sluggish, the Agricultural 
Marketing Service says.

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.Livestock feed grain 
outlook and forecast 
is changed again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department’s Out­ 
look and Situation Board has 
changed again its forecast of 
how much feed grain livestock 
producers will be using this 
coming season. 


At the sam e time, the board 
is trying to get a grip on what 
it’s 
now 
calling 
a 
“unique 
tim e” at the ranch. 
The Aug. 12 supply and de­ 
mand 
estimates 
projected 
a 
range of 3.97 billion to 4.27 bil­ 
lion bushels of corn to be used 
domestically in the 1975-76 sea­ 
son — 88 per cent of it going to 
animals. 
That was a drop, in response 
to revived prices in the wake of 
the July grain purchases by the 
Soviet Union, from the July 25 
range of 4.27 billion to 4.47 bil­ 
lion bushels. 


Ten days later, the range fell 
again to between 4 billion and 
4.3 billion bushels. The export 
projections, increased Aug. 12, 
remained steady at 1.3 billion 
to 1.5 billion. 
But the estimate of end-of- 
season stocks — forecasts of 
which tend to influence both 
production decisions and price 
movements — were cut oncea- 
gain. They had gone from 842 
million bushels last month to a 
range two weeks ago of 621 mil­ 
lion to 721 million. 
Last Friday, the board pre­ 
dicted “Oct. 1, 1976, carryover 
stocks in a range of 600-700 mil­ 
lion bushels, compared with 335 
million bushels for this Octo­ 
ber.” 
These are not idle, esoteric 
numbers, USD A experts point 
out. They are reflections of “a 
great deal of internal uncer­ 
tainty and a need for some cau­ 
tion,” said one. 
Time and again last Thurs­ 
day, at special briefings on the 
impact of weather damage to 
the still-record feedgrain crops 
and of the export boom, the de­ 
partment’s 
top 
forecasters 
hammered away on the theme 
that 
what 
happens 
to 
food 
prices depends on what meat 
producers do in response to 
feed prices. 
The extent of further Russian 
sales will affect the feed prices 
s much as the final harvest, but 


the officials are much more 
confident 
about 
their 
pre­ 
dictions in those two areas, giv­ 
en “normal weather.” 
When they turn to the live­ 
stock production business and 
the feed 
markets, 
the fore­ 
casters become very careful in 
the words they use. 
“Prices of slaughter cattle 
and hogs appear high enough to 
encourage expansion of feeding 
even at present levels of feed 
prices. 
But 
it appears that 
slaughter 
animal 
prices 
are 
likely to decline this fall,” the 
board said. 
Total feedgrain production is 
forecast at 25 per cent greater 
than last year, but the record 
June-July slaughter and meat 
prices 
reflect 
last 
year’s 
drought-cut grain supply and 
two years of severe instabilities 
in the livestock market. 
So, the board and others sug­ 
gest that cattlemen and hog 
producers may just play 
it 
cautious for a while, now that 
their profits have improved.

long-term feeding, the agency 
said.
